SHOCKING CATASTROPHE, 


SC ENES OF HORROR OX A BURNING 
COTTON STEAMER. 


N early a H u nd red Lives Lost—Peo­ 
ple R oasted W hile M ired on 
th e R iver’s B ank. 


(STB.L4L DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-CMOS.) 


N ew O r lea n s, December 25th.—The 
steamboat John H. Hanna, from Ouachita 
river with a large number of passengers, 
was burned last night at Plaquemine, La. 
It is stated that of the hnndred or so per­ 
sons on board only fourteen are known to 
have been saved. 
The John H. Hanna was bnilt in Madi­ 
son, Ind., in 1870, and hailed from Louis­ 
ville, Ky. She was of 377 tonnage, and 
was owned by the Ouachita River Consoli­ 
dated Line. She was valued at $18,000, 
and was insured for $12,000. 
Captain J. W. Blanks, President of the 
company, says that the latest advices he 
has are to the effect that the steamboat left 
Monroe, La., on Sunday morning at 6 
o’clock with 1,900 bales of cotton. The 
Captain estimated that additional cotton 
had been picked up on the way down to 
make the number of bales 2,500. Upon be­ 
ing questioned as to the number of passen­ 
gers on the Hanna, Captain Blanks thought 
it was small, as there was little travel in 
this section at present.

THE WORST CONFIRM ED. 
The Most T errible River D isaster In 
Southern W aters. 
N ew Orleans, December 25th.—A spe­ 
cial from Plaquemine to the Slates says: 
The burning of the steamer John H. 
Hanna last night near this place was one 
of the most terrible river disasters that 
ever happened in Southern waters. The 
loss is very heavy, about thirty persons 
perished in the flames and a large number 
jumped overboard and were drowned. 
Among the lost are Captain James S. 
Holmes, and First Clerk Samuel R. Powell. 
Their bodies have been recovered. Captain 
Holmes’ body was terribly burned. 
One of the deck-hands who escaped says 
there were about 100 persons on board, and 
that only about a dozen could be found 
alive. The engineer and pilot were saved. 
All who escaped were burned more or 
less severely. The boat had reached but a 
short distance above town when a negro 
roustabout near the boiler room ran out on 
the deck ncd shouted that the boat was on 
tire. John Cullen, a stoker, was at his 
place at the time, and seeing the flames 
bursting torth from the big tiers of cotton 
near the boiler, ran *o the engine-room and 
gave the alarm. Engineer Merriman took 
in the situation at a glance, and at once 
sounded the alarm by blowing the whistle 
and ringing the bells. In an instant 
FLAMES SHOT THROUGH THE CABIN 
And over the sides of the cotton, envelop­ 
ing the entire boat in fire. Cleik Powell 
was upstairs at the time, and when he saw 
the flames he heroically ran through the 
smoke, which filled the cabin, and tried to 
arouse the sleeping people. He kicked at 
the doors, and in a short time almost every­ 
body was awake. Then confusion worse 
confounded appeared, and the frantic peo­ 
ple ran to the different exits to make their 
escape, but the boat was piled high with 
cottou, and the passage-ways were filled 
with smoke. Many dropped before they 
were able to get to the forward part of the 
boat, and were dead when the steamer 
went down. 
BATTLING WITH THE FLAMES. 
As soon as the fire was discovered engi­ 
neer Merriman set the steamers pumps 
working and tried to battle with the flames, 
but the fire swept through the boat like a 
blaze on a prairie, and the engine-room 
was soon in flames. Then, to add to the 
consternation, a steam-pipe burst and filled 
the place with scalding steam. The engi­ 
neer was forced to abandon his post, and 
he and the stokers and others ran to the 
sides of the boat and rushed through pell- 
mell to save their lives. As soon as the 
smoke and flames began to start up the 
sides of the boat Captain Jolles, the pilot, 
swung the wheel around and headed the 
boat for the shore. A full head of steam 
was on, and the boat soon ran into the 
bank. Before she did so, however, she was 
doomed. All her timber was furiously 
burning. 
When the steamer struck the bank she 
bounded away again and swung around, 
drifting down the stream as she burned. 
Then Captain Jolles jumped out over the 
cotton bales, and springing into the river, 
swam ashore. 
A WEIRD AND AWFUL SCENE. 
The sight was a weird one, as viewed 
from the hank, and the town was aroused. 
Floating cotton, charred timbers and other 
debris filled the river, and many people 
were struggling desperately in the water 
for their lives. Some of them were able to 
swim ashore, but the most of them were 
so badly burned and thoroughlv exhausted 
that they struggled but a few moments 
and sank to rise no more. 
As the burning boat struck the hank of 
the river the crew and passengers who had 
been able to reach the forward end sprang 
ashore, some of them with scorched faces 
ana bruised limbs, and many with scarcely 
any covering. Among those who managed 
to get otf were Captain Holmes and Bob 
Smith, the unfortunate pilot, and an ill- 
fated white passenger. Both men were 
burned nigh unto death, and the story of 
the manner in which they suffered is most 
heartrending. 
TERRIBLE SCENES OF SUFFERING. 
When the Captain jumped ashore he was 
horribly burned, and in his frantic desire to 
be relieved from the pain he was suffering 
he buried his face and hands in the soft 
mud, and begged most piteously for some 
one to help him. Smith was just behind, 
and was laid out by the side of the dying 
Captain. Nothing could be done for the 
suffering men, ami the two died together 
on the river bank. 
THE VICTIMS CARED FOB. 
The town of PlaquemiDe was not yet 
slumberiDg when the fire broke out, ami 
when the discovery was made that the 
Hanna was burning almost the entire town 
flocked to thi river bank and watched the 
vessel burn. The struggling nnfortnnates 
who rescued the shore were taken care of, 
and doctors and others came to their as­ 
sistance and tried to alleviate thetr suffer­ 
ings. The City and Central Hotels and 
private houses were thrown open to the 
ill-fated people, and fed and clothed them 
until morning. The survivors telegrsnhed 
accounts of the disaster to their homes. 
A ERAVE m a n 's FATE. 
No one saw Cierk Powell, who displayed 
much heroism in waking up the passen­ 
gers, after he had rapped at the doors, and 
it is quite certain that he was burned to 
death and went down with the steamer. 
No attempt was made to save any of the 
steamer’s books or papers, and everything, 
including the clothes of the passengers, 
was lost. 
The boat burned rapidly after she 
reached the bank, and in a very short time 
after the alarm was given, she had burned 
to the water's edge. The hull sunk, and 
nothing was left of the Hanna but floating 
timber and burning cotton. 
NAMES OF THE CREW. 
The crew of the boat were J. S. Holmes, 
Captain: George Powell and James Gor­ 
don, clerks; Lew Rawlins and Henry 
Jolies, pilots; J. H. Handley and J. C. 
Merriman, engineers; Daniel Carroll, 
steward; Samuel Bryant, first mate; Mike 
Cassatt, second mate: John Gibbon,sailor; 
Ben Duclose and Willie Higgins, bar­ 
keepers; two chambermaids, Mrs. Demsry 
and Mrs. H unt; Jimmie Handley and 
Charley Thompson, firemen ; John ¿acker 
and Tom Callen, stokers. 
Among those that were lost we Captain 


J. S. Holmes, Master of the boat; Samuel 
Powell, Chief Clerk ; Boh Smith, the pilot, 
from Smithland, La.; Mike O’Neill, night 
watchman; Joe Crane, cabin watchman; 
Monroe Deck, first cook ; Jack Dufla, sec­ 
ond cook; Joe Harvey, cabin boy; Jim 
Watson second baker; John Crafton, 
carpenter. 
Among those who were badlv burned are 
Dan Carroll, steward; Jim O’Neill deck­ 
hand; John Giboons, sailorman ; Louis 
Welch, a roustabout, and a number of 
others. 
Coming down on the boat as passengers 
were a number of the crew of the steamer 
Josie W., all of whom were saved. 
Survivors were warm in their praise of 
the humane people of Plaquemine, who 
spared no pains and no money to furnish 
them clothes and shelter after their terri­ 
ble experience. W. L. Brule, Mayor of 
the city, was especially kind to the surviv­ 
ors. 
THE DEADLY CIGARETTE. 
None of the men could say what was the 
origin of the fire. The general impression, 
however, is that some careless smoker 
threw a cigarette among the cotton bales, 
and thereby» caused the disaster. 
SHOCKING SCENES OF DEATH. 
The death of John Crafton, the carpeDter, 
was a sad one. He was in the upper por­ 
tion of the boat, struggling to get near the 
front end. The flames were twisting and 
sweeping all about him. He tried to reach 
the bow, but dropped and burned to death 
before scores of people, who were unable 
to render him aDy help. 
The second baker of the boat said that 
Mr. Powell was standing near him, when 
they both jumped into the water. Powell, 
who could not swim, climbed on a floating 
cotton bale, but two deck hands jumped 
on the bale, turning it over and Allowing 
Powell into the water, and he disappeared. 
The boat was about fifteen yards from 
the shore when a great many people 
plunged into the river, and several who 
reached the bank in safety bicame bogged 
in the soft mud, and so intense was the 
heat front the boat that they were burned 
to death before they coaid climb up the 
steep bank to the top of the levee. 
The fire was so rapid that before the pilot 
had finished sounding the alarm-whistles 
the entire boat, from stem to stem, was a 
mass of Itame3, and the scene that ensued 
was terrible in the extreme. Men yelled 
and ran about the decks of the burning 
steamer like maniacs, and others screaming 
at the tops of their voices, threw themselves 
into the dark waters, and were lost to sight 
in the twinkling of an eye. 
The second barkeeper said that several 
uersons near him struggling in the water 
begged for help, but he could not render 
them any assistance, because the water bad 
chilled him to the marrow, and his cloth­ 
ing clogged his every movement. 
The cabin-boy, who was the assistant of 
the steward, said the crew, who were in 
the “texas,” were aroused from tbeir slum­ 
bers by the flames which roared over them, 
and were compelled to aive headlong from 
the roof of the boat into the river, and 
many of them were burned to death while 
In the water. 
This e v e n in g th e im p ressio n p rev a ils 
th a t th e n u m b er of liv e s lo st m a y n o t e x ­ 
ceed th irty , a lth o u g h , ow iD g to th e fact 
th a t th e stea m er’s pap ers w ere all b u rn ed , 
it is d ifficu lt to g et at th e e x a c t n u m b er of 
p eo p le o n board th e ill-fa ted boat. 
On the arrival of tDe train in this city 
ambulances were at the depot, and all the 
survivors of the disaster who were suffer­ 
ing fiom severe bums were at once con­ 
veyed to the Charity Hospital. 
NO LADIES ON BOARD. 
Steward Carroll says that the last of the 
lady passengers on the boat coming down 
got off at Baton Rouge. He claims that 
among the passengers that were aboard at 
the lime of the tire were Captain 0. P. 
Montgomery, Mr. Harpin, of the Board of 
Underwriters, and a drover and his son. 
They were all saved. 


AN AWFUL, FATE. 
The T errible M anner In W litch Captain 
llolines Lust Hi* Life. 
New Orleans, December 25ih.—A special 
from Plaqnuiuine gives the following ac­ 
count of the death of Captain Holm es: 
The brave captain met a most awful death. 
He remained at his post of duty until every 
chance to save the lives of his passengers 
had gone. Then he attempted to swim to 
the shore, but it happened to be boggy, 
and he was seen to make frantic en­ 
deavors to extricate himself, but without 
avail. The burning boat was fast nearing 
him, and while he was on his knees in the 
mud he put his hands up to protect his 
face from the intense heat. It was an awful 
moment for those on shore, who were mak­ 
ing every enaeayor to relieve him with 
skills and with ropes from the bank. One 
man went out to him and placed a box be­ 
tween him and the flames to protect him 
from the increasing heat. He said : 
“Never mind me, I’ll be dead in a tew 
minutes, anyway.” 
He was finally freed from his terrible 
situation by tying a rope around his body 
and dragging him on the shore, but it was 
too ie e. He died about halt au hour after 
being rescued. 
LOSS OF LIFE EXAGGERATED. 
N ew Orleans. December 25th.—Later 
information from the scene of the disaster 
is to the effect that the loss of life has been 
greatly exaggerated. 
It is now believed 
that only five whites and sixteen colored 
persons were lost. 


Fighting the F ruit Pests. 
The Grass Valley Union of December 21st 
says: “E. Boolh of Nevada City was in 
town yesterday with a petition addressed to 
the Board of Supervisors, requesting the 
appointment at its January session of a 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, as 
provided for by law, in order that definite 
measures may be taken to exterminate or 
check the ravages of fruit pests, such as the 
codlin moth, woolly aphis and black Ecale, 
all of which have begun to infect the or­ 
chards of the county and threaten the 
total loss of the fruit crops if energetic 
measures are not taken. The most danger­ 
ous of these pests is the black scale, com­ 
monly called the San Jose scale, which has 
made its appearance in the county within 
the present year and is increasing at a rate 
to give good cause for alarm to ail who are 
engaged in fruit culture as a business. 
Those so engaged are willing to make en­ 
ergetic effort to destroy the scale, but the 
trouble is that those who may have a few 
fruit trees in tbeir gardens and house-lots 
(and these are many) will not lake the 
necessary interest in fighting this formida­ 
ble pest, which, if not checked, will cause 
the destruction of the fruit crop, until 
finally the only effective way of extermin­ 
ating them will be the destruction of the 
trees—cutting them down and burning the 
wood. 
That is the difficulty everywhere. If all 
would join and work together to a common 
end, the vermin pests which make such 
havoc with fruit and vines could readily 
be exterminated; but unless all do join in, 
the work, either voluntarily or under com­ 
pulsion of strictly enforced law, the danger 
and damage will coutinue. and render un­ 
profitable many lines of fruit industry 
which would otherwise prove highly re­ 
munerative. As yet Nevada county is not 
cursed with the cottony cushion or wbite- 
fluted scale. This is worse than all others 
combined that have yet appeared in the 
State, and should be closely watched for, 
and fought with unrelenting effort the 
moment it. anpeazs. to make sure that it 
does not secure a lasting foothold.—[E ds.

A B LA ZIN G CITY. 


The Business Portion of H istoric M ar­ 
blehead, Mass., in Ruins. 
M a r b le h e a d (Mass.), December 26th— 
12:30 a . m. — Marblehead 13 on fire. The 
entire business portion is in ruins, and a 
dozen firms are burned out; also the 
Boston and Maine depot and several other 
buildings. 
It is the largest fire that ever visited this 
city, and the people are panic-stricken. 
The telegraph office has been destroyed, 
and this dispatch is sent with great diffi­ 
culty over a hastily-improvised wire, and 
communication is liable to be interrupted 
at any moment. 
The fire started in Powers’ furniture 
store, the scene of the big lire twelve years 
ago. Over seven acres have been burned 
over, including several large boot and shoe 
factories, Daveunia’ block of stores, and 
dwelling-houses to the number of thirty 
are wiped out. The loss thus far is esti­ 
mated at $300,000. 
No lives are reported lost, but 3,000 per­ 
sons are thrown oat of work. 
L ater—At 1 a. m. the fire is still raging 
and spreading, but assistance having ar­ 
rived from neighboring towns the hope is 
entertained of saving the city from utter 
annihilation. 
The shoe business, which had been quiet 
for several months past, was just starting 
up and many operatives will now be 
thrown out of work the entire winter. 
The fire is still burning, and it is impos­ 
sible to get the definite losses, owing to the 
great excitement prevailing among all 
classes. 
TRUE CHRISTMAS CHEER. 
Ten Thousand Poor C hildren M ade 
Happy by H oliday Gifts. 
St. L o u is , December 25th.—There was 
rare scenes at the Exposition building to­ 
day, the occasion being the distribution of 
presents to the children of the poor front 
the Post-Dispatch Christmas tree, for which 
a fund of nearly $10,000 had been sub­ 
scribed by the general public. The sub­ 
scriptions were started by ten-cent contri­ 
butions and with no idea of the magnitude 
the affair was to assume, and the results 
exceeded the most sanguine expectations 
of its projectors. 
Fully 15,000 children received presents, 
and for hours the streets in the vicinity of 
the Exposition building were blocked with 
humanity. The Cavalry Depot Band, by 
permission of the Secretary of War, fur­ 
nished the music, and two hours were given 
in the morning, afternoon and evening. 
There will be a fund of several thousand 
dollars ren ,-ninp from to-day’s entertain­ 
ment, and ii'.vill be ntilized for purchasing 
clothing, shoes, etc., for children. John J. 
Jennings, editor of the Post-Dispatch, the 
originator of the project, was presented 
with an elegant gold watch by the Citizens’ 
Committee. 
A REAL HOLIDAY. 
The President’s Ouiet C hristm as—A Day 
of Official Rest. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 25lh.—Christ­ 
mas was a very’ quiet day in Washington. 
The temperature was uncommonly mild 
and the skies blue and unclouded, re­ 
sembling a day in May mnch more than 
one in December. 1’resident Cleveland 
has never passed a more quiet dav. He did 
not attend church, but went out for his cus­ 
tomary dtive in the afternoon, and ate his 
Christmas dinner alone with Mrs. Cleve­ 
land. There was no Christmas tree—no 
prattle of happy children’s voices, no com­ 
pany at the table. 
The members of the Cabinet are all in 
the city, with the exception of Secretary 
Endicott, who took bis dinner at Saiem.

A Fire D estroys SC'OO.mm W orth of B uilt', 
ings and Goods. 
Cincinnati,December 25th— A fire which 
originated early this forenoon in the works 
of the Jacobs Cordage Company, at Budd 
and Harriet streets, burned to ashes the 
factories and dwellings, covering three 
acres of ground.

The question is under discussion in Eng­ 
land as to the policy of declaring an Eng­ 
lish protectorate over the Suakim and the 
Soudan region along the Red Sea. The 
objection to it is that it will be a violation 
of the Berlin Treaty, which denies to any 
power such privilege except by consent of 
the Treaty Governments. To this it is 
replied that France and Italy have both 
violated the compact without objection 
being raised. 
But the forcibleness of the 
suggested policy is found in the fact that 
there never will be peace in the Soudan 
or cessation of the slave trade under 
Egyptian rule. The Khedive and his 
Government are hated by the Sondan 
tribes. 
It is not unlikely that under Eng­ 
lish rule, alisolutely these tribes could tie 
pacified. The Arab slave-dealers will, of 
course, not be content with any system 
that erects a barrier between their traffic 
and the slave marts of Turkey. 
But Eng­ 
land, by a protectorate, would be able to 
effectually close the avenue to the slave 
market. The infamous business of slaving 
has vastly increased in the last decade, and 
civilization cannot afford to stand idly by 
and permit it to continue because of the 
jealousy of the powers. The Romish Car­ 
dinal, whose heroic expedition into Africa 
tor the suppression of the slave trade, is 
about to move, w ill be a powerful agency 
in breaking up the traffic, but it pro 


W e cannot escape the conviction of 
judgment that in the Samoan matter the 
United States Government has played a 
part not creditable to it, and has been put 
upon by Germany in an insolent and un­ 
pardonable manner. The reading of the 
treaties with Samoa and the entire history 
of the expatriation 
of Malietoa, 
im­ 
presses one with the outrageous injustice 
towards that native prince, the legitimacy 
of whose claim to the throne cannot with 
justice be denied. 
Not only American in­ 
terests in the South Seas, but the demands 
of civilization and humanity call upon us 
to adopt a more vigorous policy in the 
Samoan matter, and to resist and defeat 
the evident purpose of Germany to dom­ 
inate in the Islands and cripple past re­ 
covery all trade but that of German mer­ 
chants.

But if the English Gov­ 
ernment is to achieve the abolition of the 
slave trade, the reduction of the rebel 
tribes and the restoration of the valley of 
the Nile to peace, it is not, as we have 
said, likly to be done so long as the Khe­ 
dive is to be, even nominally, the ruler of 
the region. 
England will scarcely be for­ 
given for her Egyptian blunders of the past 
and the loss of life and treasure her vac­ 
illating course has caused, but she may 
do much to break up the slave traffic by 
a protectorate as is suggested, and it is not 
improbable that the powers could be now 
brought to consent to it.

is held by nations worthy of recignition.

J. B. Hume and detective Thacker of 
San Francisco went up to Colfax yesterday 
afternoon. Detectives Burke, True, Hiekey 
and others returned last evening, apparent­ 
ly having made up their minds that they 
stood a better chance to catch the thieves 
in this city than in the chaparral hills of 
Placer county. They examined the ground 
for a mile or two on each side of the track 
where the robbery is supposed to have 
occurred and failed to find any tracks. 
A s 
the train was moving, it was quite dark 
and the ground soft, it would seem that the 
place where such heavy men, loaded 
down with coin and firearms, jumped off 
should be easily found. Thev must have 
risked their necks too, for in many places 
the ground is very uneven. It is reported 
that a rope ladder was found, which it is 
supposed was used in letting themselves 
down from the roof. An ax is also reported 
to have been found. As the messenger, 
Mr. Johnston, ha3 not yet been seen by the 
detectives, they have not the information 
they should have to enable them to come 
to any definite conclusion. 
Chief Lee scouts the idea of the robbers 
reaching the window by means of a rope 
ladder from the roof. Officer Arlington 
went up to Colfax yesterday and will re­ 
main until he satisfies himself regarding 
the transaction. The officers who went in 
lUest of tracks yesterday found none, but 
tney may not have been at the exact spot 
Further developments will be awaited with 
interest. 
A dispatch wa3 received from Truck ee 
last night, giving the statements of Express 
Messenger Johnston and his assistant. The 
dispatch is as follows: 


WHAT THE MESSENGERS SAY. 
T BucKEE, December 25th.-—The express 
car on the eastbound overland train was 
robbed last night two miles eas: of Clipper 
Gap. at 10:40 o’clock. Robert John. t n, the 
express messenger, says he was sitting at 
his desk checking up, and his helper was 
sorting out packages for Grass Valley and 
Nevada, to be left at Colfax. Suddenly the 
glass transoms over the two doors on each 
side of the car were broken in simultane­ 
ously and two revolvers thrust through, 
covering both messengers. 
The robbers 
had probably got on at Clipper Gap, where 
the engines took water, and were standing 
on the ledge outside tbe doors, holding on 
by the handles of the doors. 
Johnston was compelled to open one door 
and let in one robber, being ordered to keep 
one hand held up. Meanwhile the other 
robber reached inside and unlatched the 
opposite door, letting himself in. One 
covered the messengers, while the other took 
ail the coin packages out of the safe and 
put them in a game bag which he liad slung 
across his shoulders. 
Between Clipper Gap and Applegate the 
grade is heavy, and it takes fifteen minutes 
to run two and a half miles. The robbers 
had no difficulty, therefore, in jumping oif 
the train as soon as the robberv was com­ 
pleted. The entire transaction occupied 
less thas five minutes. 
One robber asked the messenger for bis 
lunch. Tbe messengers thought the rob­ 
bers were on the top of the car when they 
nroke the windows, and supposed they 
were still there when the two jumped off 
the car. After the robbery the messenger 
t heretore. made no attempt to stop the train 
or give an alarm. 
When the train stopped at New England 
Mills a tramp, who was on the front end of 
the baggage-car, ran forward and told the 
engineers, Charles Trott and Don Hackett 
that the express-car had been robbed. He 
had seen the robbers thrust pistols through 
tbe windows, aDd thought the messengers 
were shot. Conductor Gus Burnett was 
notified and he and the engineer knocked 
a; the door of the express-car, but the mes­ 
sengers were so hadlv scared that thev 
would not oneu the doors for some min­ 
utes. Broken glass covered the floor of the 
car, and the sate was emptv. 
Both robbers were young men. and only 
partially disguised. Accurate descriptions 
were given by ihe messengers and tele­ 
graphed from Colfax last night. 
Two 
tramps were detained as witnesses. 
A s one robber was leaving tbe car some 
parcels lay on tbe floor in bis wav, and he 
Knocked them ont of the car. One mes- 
seuger stated that he putied the bell eord 
nut tne engineer» deny this.

C h ristm a s D a y S p en t in D iacn saln g th e 
S ch ool L aw —R e co m m e n d a tio n s. 
The Convention of County Superintend­ 
ents convened yesterday in the Supreme j 
Court-room at 10:30 a . m . and remained in 
session until 2 p. m . 
Several of the committees made partial 
reports on amendments to the school law, 
and were granted further time. 


ARBOB DAY. 
The Convention was unanimous in its re­ 
quest that an “ Arbor Day ” be legally ap­ 
pointed. Our schools cannot protect the 
forests, but they can raise up a generation 
which will not leave our hillsides and 
mountains treeless; a generation which 
will frown upon and rebuke the wanton 
destruction of our forests. There is not a 
spot on earth that may not be made more 
beautiful by the help of trees and flowers. 
Trees everywhere exert a controlling moral 
influence. Every sapling we plant in our 
door yard, or upon the naked sidewalk in 
front of our dwellings makes, with everv 
spreading branch, expanding leaf and open­ 
ing blossom, home pleasanter and the rec­ 
ollections of it stronger. 
Let us have a 
legaily-appointed " Arbor Day,” and take 
the children out of our schools and, under 
proper directions, teach them bow to plant 
shade trees, shrubbery aDd flowers. 


FREE TEXT-BOOKS. 
The question of free text books was 
discussed at length. 
It seemed to be the 
opinion of the members of the Convention 
that a law should be passed which should 
call for a voie in each county or district to 
decide whether or not such countv or dis­ 
trict shall furnish the free use of text­ 
books. 
It is urged that such a plan would 
result in the ultimate saving of one-half 
of the present cost of books used where 
each pupil furnishes his own. Each pupil 
would be placed on an exact equality with 
his neighbor, and the poor child would not 
be subjected to tbe humiliation of confess­ 
ing his indigence, as he must as the law 
now stands, to secure a free book. Each 
pupil should be required to replace any 
books lost, damaged or destr ved, under 
penalty of forfeiting his seat in school. The 
books would be much better cared for. and 
the pupils wouid be taught daily to respect 
the authority of the State and care for its 
property. 


c i v i l g o v e r n m e n t 
The Convention was of the opinion that 
the study of our Civil Government, includ­ 
ing the National Government and the im ­ 
portant points in the State, county and city 
governments, should receive more atten­ 
tion in the public schools. 
The pupils should be required to mem­ 
orize the more important portions of the 
Constitution, and made to understand its 
import. Snch a course is in the line of pre­ 
paring the rising generation for the duties 
of citizenship. 
^ The Convention recommends that the 
State Board of Education be authorized to 
compile, or cause to be compiled, an ele­ 
mentary work on civil government, the 
same to be published at the State Printing 
Office and be furnished at cost. No ad­ 
ditional appropriation for its compilation 
will be 
necessary, 
that already made 
being sufficient for that purpose.

well-known 
duck-hunter, who is 
known among local nimrods as a dead shot, 
is nothing if not original. Some weeks 
ago he told several of his friends that he 
had an invention, for which he had applied 
for letters patent, that would enable him to 
do away with decoy ducks, and he had no 
doubt but that his fortune was made. He 
said he intended in the future, single­ 
handed and alone, to furnish all the local 
markets with geese and ducks, and he pro­ 
posed to select from the flocks only the 
cho.cest and best. He vaguely hinted that 
the secret was in the boat used. For sev­ 
eral weeks pasta well-known carpenter has 
been closeted in a back room and would al­ 
low no inspection of his work. He would 
lock himself in when he went to work, and 
carefully lock up the premises at the end of 
his day’s labor. 
The " dead shot ” referred to was seen to 
be admitted daily, and there was so much 
mystery surrounding the heretofore unpre­ 
tentious carpenter shop that the people re­ 
siding in the neighborhood became some­ 
w hat alarmed, and the police were invited 
to investigate. It has all since leaked out. 
The dead shot was having the carpenter 
construct him a light boat, to be propelled 
by noiseless paddles : the entire top was 
closed, except a round hole in the center, 
where the gunner could sit down and com­ 
pletely get out of sight when he desired. It 
was sixteen feet in length, sharp at both 
ends, and built for speed and silence. 
When the boat was completed as the car­ 
penter thought and ready to be turned over 
he was surprised when the owner drove up 
to the door of the shop with a score or 
more of glass mirrors. H e had these fitted 
on the sides of the boat from stem to stern, 
and when completed it was a first-class 
looking-glass. “ Now,” said the inventor, 
“ what need have I for decoys, or a gun 
either. I will go paddling about in the 
tules and troll for duck. They will see 
their reflection on the side of the boat and 
crowd around by hundreds. Each bird be­ 
ing its own decoy will admire itself 
in the mirror, for all the world like a 
woman with a new bonnet, and I will take 
a thousand * day by hook and line. No 
noise, no work, no gun, no waste of am­ 
munition, only go right through a flock 
and take every bird in the tules.” 
Last Friday he had his boat wrapped in 
canvas and took it over in the tules across 
the American river. He got in and com­ 
menced paddling. 
The sun’s reflection 
from the mirrors sent sheets of light in 
every direction, and frightened every duck, 
goose and reed bird for miles around. In 
fact, he had not been in the tules half an 
hour before every bird had placed several 
miles between it and the reflector, and sev­ 
eral pot-hunters, who had been attracted 
by the flashes, which they had taken for 
lightning, had surrounded the peculiarly- 
constructed bout. He came home disgusted, 
seld his mirrors to a junk-man, and several 
thousand feet of fish-line to a fisherman. 
H e is out $200, and his prospective fortune 
has gone up in a bubble. 


THE CANVAS HACK. 


A B o a t C lu b I n c o r p o r a te d —N a m e s o f th e 
O fficers. 
An item was published some days ago in 
the R ecobd-Union regarding the put chase 
of a small steamer by a local gun club. 
The Canvas Back Club has leased the 
Pritchard lakes on the east side of the Sac­ 
ramento river, some twelve miles north of 
the city, tor a term of five years. These 
lakes are said to be the finest shooting 
grounds in the State. The club has among 
its members some of the best shots in the 
State, and every man is a sportsman. They 
have fixed up elegant quarters, have a 
house with eleven bunks, a barn tilled 
with bay and several stalls for horses, have 
a housekeeper, a fine cook and live and en­ 
tertain like lords. As soon as the river 
rises communication is cut of, except by 
river, owing to the depth of water on the 
overflow. In order to overcome that diffi­ 
culty, they have purchased a new steam 
launch, which will arrive in this city on 
Thursday ot this week. It is a fine boat, 
thirty feel in length, eight-foot beam and 
draws twenty-seven inches of water. It is 
covered with a fine canopy, contains room 
for thirty passengers, is driven by an eight- 
horse naphtha engine, with a speed of 
twelve miles an hour. The engine is in 
the end of the boat, consequently the mid­ 
dle is open and gives plenty of room. 
On Saturday last the stockholders met 
and incorporated under the laws of the 
State nnder the name of the “Canvas Back 
Boat Club Company." The Directors for 
the first year are as follows : Dr. F. F. Teb- 
bets, President; J. O. Kane, Vice-President; 
W . A. Benning. Secretary: O. A. Lovdal, 
Treasurer, and Henry Gerber. The capital 
stock is $3 200, divided into 320 shares of 
the par value of $10 each.

IMPORTANT 
CHANGES AT THE 
CUT’S ART GALLERY.

A week ago to-day, by direction ol Mayor 
Gregory, and President Green of the Muse­ 
um Association, the E. B. Crocker Art 
Gallery was closed in order to effect certain 
long desired changes in the hanging of the 
pictures, and the repairing of certain of 
them that exhibited bad cracking. This 
consummation was brought about by the 
generosity of Mrs. E. B. Crocker, who, 
through her Sacramento agent, notified 
Art Instructor Jackson of the Sacramento 
School of Design that if he would under­ 
take the work, she would bear the expense 
of the same. This offer was accepted, and 
as a rebult of Mrs. Crocker’s liberality, the 
task was finished, by hard work and steady 
application, in time to reopen the gallery 
to-day, as contemplated and announced. 
Yesterday, however, the Trustees of the 
State’s Mineral Cabinet were engaged at 
the gallery in reviewing their work and 
arranging to open the cabinet to public 
view : as they desired to have the janitress 
devote most of to-day in their department, 
at the request of the Board the gallery 
building will not be opened until to-mor­ 
row morning. 
Mr. Jackson in rearranging the gallery 
employed competent assistants, one of 
whom has for many years been engaged in 
picture handling. In all over three hun­ 
dred pictures were handled in the gallery 
in the week and readjusted. The resuit 
has been to very greatly improve the ap­ 
pearance of the gallery—indeed, it has 
brought into new prominence many famil­ 
iar paintings, while scores of others have 
been brought into such fine view that they 
cannot now escape the eye. that were be- 
foie not seen, or seen only at a great disad­ 
vantage. The great maS3 of the smaller 
paintings have been brought down to the 
level of the eye. and appear as revelations. 
Some large paintings were before hung in 
lights so ill-adapted to their color and char­ 
acter that their true beauty and the full 
intent of the artist were not perceptible, 
and others were surrounded by pictures 
that deadened and destroyed the effect in­ 
tended by the artist, and negatived the 
colors and lights and shades. Others, still, 
were greatly marred by exposure of wall 
space, destroying the illusion of distance 
effects. All these ills have been remedied 
by the changes effected by Mr. Jackson, so 
far as changes can at present be made, as a 
very few more are advised that cannot well 
be 'undertaken now. The visitor to the 
gallery will now be surprised at the re­ 
markable results of the changes, but at the 
gratification the eye experiences in conse­ 
quence. Tne skill of the artist has en­ 
abled him to rearrange the paintings 
with 
a 
view to harmony 
of 
color, 
correspondence of character in subjects, 
contrasts where demanded, needed light 
and shade to develop a picture’s strength, 
and all the many other details of ad­ 
justment suggested by the critical taste, 
to produce the very best effects. Visit­ 
ors to the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery will 
now find paintings of rare merit meeting 
their gaze, that they will be ready to assert 
they never saw before, though they may 
have gone through the gallery deliberately 
and critically half a hundred times. They 
will see paintings they have examined 
scores of times that are now so readjusted 
that they disclose features and beauties not 
before credited to them. 
In fact, the 
changes effected give a new charm to the 
whole collection, and prove conclusively 
that the rehanging - ught to have been done 
years ago. A number of the paintings 
have been revarnished by Mr. Jackson, and 
several which were badly cracked have 
been repaired by him so skillfully that the 
work cannot be detected. The picture of 
“ The Raising of Jairus’ Daughter,” in the 
south gallery at the west end, is a notable 
example of the repairing done, one of the 
faces in the painting that had cracked and 
blistered having been skillfully restored, 
aud with much of the drapery of the fig­ 
ure also. Every visitor will be at once 
struck with the new character H ill’s great 
paiuliDg of Yosemite, in the central gal­ 
lery, takes on ; the new beauty it discloses 
and the remarkably improved distance 
effects, due to the plan adopted of hanging 
other pictures upon the same wall and the 
shutting out of all blank wall space. 


t h e m i n e r a l c a b in e t. 
The Trustees of the State Mineral Cabi­ 
net, Mayor Gregory presiding, held a three 
hours’ session yesterday at the Art Gallery, 
where the cabinet is located, to review and 
accept the work, if satisfactory, of Secretary 
Pyburn and Dr. Schneider in the rearrange­ 
ment and classification of the specimens. 
Every case was examined in detail, but, of 
course, not every specimen taken in hand. 
The Board was unanimous in the opinion 
that the cabinet is a great deal more valua­ 
ble than has heretofore been supposed; 
that the work ot the Secretary has been 
well and thoroughly done, ami that the 
classification adopted by Dr. Schneider is 
the best that, under all the circumstances, 
could have been. It is what is popularly 
known as the Dana classification. If the 
Trustees had more cabinet room much bet­ 
ter work could have been done. After the 
classification by Dr. Schneider, Secretary 
Pyburn undertook the arrangement, label­ 
ing and identification. This has engaged 
him for nearly four months, and was not 
finally completed until yesterday. Indeed, 
he will need to work to-day still, after the 
janitor shall have cleaned the room thor­ 
oughly, iu marking over each of the de­ 
partments of the cabinets the pages of the 
catalogue illustrative of the departments. 
There remain in the drawers about 600 
specimens for which there is not room for 
proper placing in the cabinet; neither are 
these catalogued, nor will they be until a 
second edition of the catalogue is issued, 
as they are largely geological specimens, 
paleontological and the curious, and do not 
come under mineraiogical classification 
properly. 
Every specimen, after being identified 
with the catalogue, has been placed in a 
paper case or box. Beneath this is a stiff 
label, with the State's title printed upon it 
and the catalogue line pasted on its face. 
The edge of each of these labels is turned 
np and exposes the catalogue number, 
which it is necessary that the visitorshould 
examine, as the specimen itself covers the 
face of the label. Had there been sufficient 
cabinet room tbe labels could have been 
laid in front of the specimens, and thus 
catalogue reference avoided. However, it 
is believed that the latter method will be 
the most satisfactory to the intelligent. It 
will be necessary for the public to keep in 
mind that it was impossible, under the 
classification adopted, to place the speci­ 
mens in numerical order. 
Each class, 
therefore, has a separate set of numbers, 
and it will be necessary in examining tbe 
cabinet to ascertain by the label over the 
head.of the department which set of num­ 
bers to look for. 
There are, in all, between 4,000 and 5,000 
specimens that are considered of high 
value. The Trustees are unanimous in 
their judgment that, in many respects, it 
is one of tbe most valuable collections in 
the country, and possesses some features 
that no other so well shows, as in agates, 
for instance. 
It was resolved that the cabinet should 
be opened on Thursday morning at 10 
o’clock, and thereafter on all tbe usual 
visiting days of the Gallery ; that the daily 
custody should be that of the custodian of 
the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery employed by 
the city ; that in all cases where large 
groups of persons come together the cus­ 
todian or an assistant should endeavor to 
accompany th em ; that the Legislature 
would be asked to allow a small sum to pay 
for putting glass over the drawers of tbe 
unclassified specimens, in order that they 
may be speedily exhibited ; also to procure 
new aud better locks for the doors of the 
cabinets. It was resolved also that all per­ 
sons who enter the cabinet room must do 
so by first passing through the main upper 
entrance, and that the lower doors will not 
be used for either exit or entrance. 
During this cloudy weather the room is 
not as light as could be desired, but gas jets 
are conveniently arrange^ so that on murky 
days visitors can make a close examination 
of any one department that they desire. 
There are five cabinets. That upon the 
extreme west and south is known as No. 1 
Four sections, of eight doors, on the west 
and east of the south end, are given up to 
gold specimens and platinum. There are 
some 350 of these, representing the gold- 
beariD g fields of nearly all the world. A 
number of gold specimens that should 
have been received by the Trustees are 
missing. The chief specimen is the Aus­ 
tralian nurget. in the outlines ef which 
fanciful people, by a vigorous exercise of 
the imagination, can discover the profile of 
a monk’s head. Under the microscope its 
crystallizations are seen to be of exceeding 
beauty. 


Going north, the next four doors from 
the south end discloses the iron exhibit. 
Here are some specially beautiful speci­ 
mens of pyrites, hemitytes. brown iron ore, 
and one especially beautiful kidDey-shaped 
specimen. 
The next three doors show the lime spe­ 
cimens—gypsum, calcite, fluor-spar, dol- 
mite, etc. 
At the end of the west side on the north 
is strontium and a most magnificent snd 
beautiful collection of lime 
formations 
and crystallizations. 
Passing to the east, the end of the cabi­ 
net shows tin and silver ore, native and for- 
eien, in great variety, but mainly from 
California, Australia and England. 
Going south one door is given np to 
graphites. There are some specially rich 
specimens of plumbago to be seen here and 
one beautiful piece of amber, inclosing a 
fly. This is placed with the graphites, be­ 
cause it is a hydro-carbon and a graphite is 
a carbon. 
The next door is given up to exhibits of 
magnesium, the next two to zinc, the next 
two to antimony. Here are some specially 
beautiful specimens ot stibuite and some 
rare cnes of cervantites. The next door 
brings us around again to the gold section, 
and is occupied by a maivelous specimen 
of ruin marble. To look upon the sheet at 
first one would assert that the apparent 
pictures upon it were drawn by an artist, 
representing old ruins, castellated towers, 
etc., but as a matter of fact they are natural 
formations of magnesian limestone. There 
are also in this section some fine specimens 
of galenas and lead ore. 
Cabinet No. 2 is upon the extreme west 
and north. The south side and a part of 
the north are given over entirely to exhib­ 
its of silver from all parts of the world. 
Two doors aie given up to quicksilver and 
cinnabar exhibits, the finest specimens of 
which are from Arizona and Australia. In 
the west end of this cabinet ore to be seen 
some specially fine specimens of arsenic 
and orpiment, which is used for pigments. 
There are also some very fine specimens of 
rock salts and some in as perfect cubes as 
if cut by machinery. 
Here also are to be 
seen some of the celebrated red salt speci­ 
mens. 
Cabinet No. 3 is upon the extreme east 
and south. Beginning at the south, eight 
doors are given up to silicates and alumin- 
ates. It includes the celebrated agate col­ 
lection, unquestionably the finest in va­ 
riety, richness of character and exquisite 
finish of any upon the continent. 
Upon 
the same side are to be seen three sections 
full of precious stones, topaz, onyx, ame­ 
thyst, opal and ruby predominating. Here, 
too, are some exquisite specimens of pure 
jasper, some magnificent crystals of kyan- 
ite, and last, though not least, the tourma­ 
line, around which so much of mystery has 
been thrown in fiction and poetry. ’ The 
cabinet shows that there was an original 
deposit in it of diamonds, hut these disap­ 
peared long before the property came un­ 
der the control of the present Trustees. In 
this section also are to be found opals cu­ 
riously imbedded in concrete and a beauti­ 
ful collection of lapis lazuli. 
There is also 
a beautiful example of the goede of ame­ 
thyst. Probably there is nothing finer in 
the whole collection than this. 
Here, too, 
is a fine specimen of meerschaum and 
many curious mineral crystallizations that 
cannot be here enumerated, but two must 
be, the examples of labradorite, an appar­ 
ently plain and ordinary stone, but which 
under shifting rays of light show in the 
most marvelous manner dancing glimpses 
of all the pritmatic hues and the most vivid 
color. 
On the east side of this case are arranged 
the miscellaneous exhibits, the obsidian, 
lava, fossils in wood, petrified amonites, 
etc. At one end is a second classification 
of silicates, removed from the first for want 
of room. 
A small space remains in the 
cabinet unoccupied, because it was deemed 
inadvisable to break up the classification 
further. 
Cabinet No. 4 is on the extreme north­ 
east. One side and both ends, sixteen 
doors, are given up to exhibits of native 
copper. It is an exceedingly fine exhibit 
and represents all the copper fields of the 
world. 
Some examples of crystallized 
copper here are very beautiful. There is 
one rctuarkable crystallization, water-worn, 
branching like a tree, from the celebrated 
Bura Bura mines of Australia; also some 
magnificent crystallizations from Lake Su­ 
perior. On the west side of this case four 
doors are given up to exhibits of cobalt, 
nickel and bismuth and many unclassified 
articles, among them dendritic, or tree 
specimens, resembling moss 
imprinted 
upon the rocks, the moss formation being 
of manganese. 
Cabinet No. 5 is wholly unclassified. It 
contains some geological, some mineraiog­ 
ical and some paleontological specimens. 
Dr. Schneider was not called upon to class­ 
ify these, nor have the Trustees at present 
sufficient evidences to identify them nor 
the time to properly label them, but it is 
the intention to do so at some early future 
day. 
There are some remarkably fine spe­ 
cimens in this department of fossilized 
and opalized wood. At the end of this 
case may be seen a magnificent specimen 
which the Trustees have named the Giant 
Crystal, of black quartz, and also an im­ 
mense stalactite. 
Here, too, are some 
beautiful specimens of jasper and all the 
coal collections, which are extensive and 
represent most of the coal fields of the 
world. 
The catalogues on Thursday will be 
found on a table near the door, but no one 
is permitted to remove a catalogue from 
the room. No one out a member of the 
Board of Trustees will be permitted to re­ 
move a specimen from the cabinets for 
closer examination, but each of the Trus­ 
tees say they will give such of their time as 
they reasonably can to accommodate vis­ 
itors on special occasions who may desire 
to make such an examination, as they 
only will hold the keys to the cabinet, 
being responsible to the State for the same. 
The Board was unanimous in its opinion 
that all the specimens should be placed in 
flat cases, aDd that if the State does its duty 
by this magnificent collection it will permit 
the Board to substitute fiat cases for tbe 
present upright ones, in which the extreme 
upper shelves, filled as they are with speci­ 
mens, can scarcely be seen. 
It was the intention to have opened this 
cabinet to-day, but after three or four hours 
of labor yesterday the Trustees were unable 
to complete the final arrangements for its 
proper and safe exhibition. 


M e tr o p o lita n T h e a te r , 
The Carleton Opera Company drew a 
crowded house last night. Every seat was 
taken, and many were compelled to stand. 
The only seating vacancies were two boxes. 
“ Xanon ’’ was sung. It has been twice 
given here by Carleton. and mainly by the 
same singers. It was presented with Car- 
leton's usual success, fine attention to detail 
and musical precision. Miss Clara Lane s 
soprano is a new leading voice in the 
troupe. She is a pleasing singer, whose 
tones are clear, fresh and of dramatic qual­ 
ity, and she is a clever actress. Carleton, 
Miss Vincent Drew, tbe comedian, Murray, 
the baritone Taylor, Miss Wisdom and Miss 
Beaudet and tbe other familiar members ol 
this popular company were warmly wel­ 
comed.

The new 
stereopticon was tried last night in the ex­ 
hibition car. Howard Tibbits. our stereop­ 
ticon man, is highly pleased with it. He 
has a fine selection of typical California 
views. 
“ We crossed the barren Humboldt plains 
and those of the Rocky Mountains at a 
favorable time. Old snow covered the 
ground, and prevented the dry alkali dust 
from blowing into the car, and thus dam­ 
aging the products, which make as fine an 
appearance as when we left Oakland Pier. 
“ The heaters operate perfectly, and the 
experience of the last two days, which 
have been extremely cold, proves that 
nothing will freeze in the car. Although 
the heavy grades and the fact that the 
train has at times been going at high speed 
to make up for several hours’ lost time 
have given us some rough bumps, the jars, 
glass-cases, and all the exhibits ride 
smoothly. Everything is fast in place. 
The exhibition has met with every atten­ 
tion from the railroad men along the line. 
We have yet to reach a place where our 
fame has not preceded us. 
“ The people along the railroad have al­ 
ready heard of ‘California on Wheels.”

Permit us to suggest that your Board 
should, at the first meeting of the new 
Board of Supervisors, petition for aid in 
carrying out the work. Several county 
Boards are aided by the Supervisors (who 
are authorized by law to spend in any one 
year a sunt not exceeding $1.000 to aid im­ 
migration), and are securing assistance to 
tbe extent of yearly dues to this organiza­ 
tion. In this wise all interests in tbe 
county are aided and systematic advertis­ 
ing is guaranteed. Already the success of 
’ California on Wheels ’ is assured. Let us 
unite in bringing to this land of plenty 
good, intelligent farmers—men conversant 
with American institutions.”

Charles Sumner’s Unhappy Wife. 
Said an old resident of Washington in 
the lobby of the Ebbitt, last night: 
“Charles Sumner was a great man in some 
respects, but he never ought to have mar­ 
ried the woman he did. I doubt if he 
ought to have married any woman at all. 
Mrs. Sumner was a good Christian. She 
was a widow when he married her, and ow­ 
ing to the terms of a will she surrendered a 
fortune. Sumner had no religious faith, 
and he insisted on having diplomatic re­ 
ceptions at his house on Sunday night. 
You know he was Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. This was terri­ 
bly painful to Mrs. Sumner, and a consid­ 
erate husband would have respected her 
feelings. 
Then again, Sumner cared 
nothing for going out, and Mrs. Sumner 
did. One of her acquaintances was a gen­ 
tleman of one of the foreign diplomatic 
corps and he called three or four times 
to escort her to places, as is the custom 
in all European countries. By and by 
Sumner grew insanely jealous, and went 
to the man and asked him what his inten­ 
tions were. He went further, and through 
his influence had the man recalled. This 
produced an explosion. It was too much 
for Mrs. Sumner, and she went to Paris to 
join her brother. By the purest accident 
she met the gentleman in Paris about 
whom Sumner had grown so violent in 
Washington. The situation was an awk- 
warn one, and she returned at once to her 
friends in Boston. She had given up her 
fortune to marry Sumner and was with­ 
out a penny, but some one died about that 
time and left her a comfortable income. 
She was a noble, Christian woman, of per­ 
fectly blameless life, and the grectest mis­ 
take she evs made was in marrying 
Charles Sumner.— Washington Post. 


B erlin , December 25th.—The burden 
of Christmas comment of the press 
and pulpit relates 
to the anxiety 
prevalent at the same period 
for 
the last three years and the existing pros­ 
pects of peace. The weather has not been 
Christmaslike. Instead of crisp frosts, 
there has been a prolonged period of damp, 
cold and rainy weather, and the streets of 
the Capital abound in mud. Last evening, 
after the Imperial dinner at the palace, 
gifts were distributed to the household of­ 
ficials of the Empress, and Dowager Em­ 
press Augusta made unusually large pur­ 
chases for distribution among the poor. 
When the Etpperor visited the Vulcan 
Shipbuilding Works at Bredonten, on Sat­ 
urday, he was greeted by 3,000 workmen, 
who fined tbe approach to the works. A 
crown of laurels was offered to his Ma­ 
jesty, who. in accepting it, said : “ I thank 
you. These are the first laurels that have 
Dcen offered me. I am happy to think they 
are the laurels of peace.” 
When Lieutenant Wissman returns from 
visiting friends at Lauterborgh his staff ap­ 
pointments for the Emin relief expedition 
will be necessarily delayed until the Gov­ 
ernment's plans assume a more definite 
shape, 
Tbe Chancellor's illness, which has given 
rise to the alarmistic rumors in the Pro­ 
gressive press and French newspapers, 
does not hinder his work. He has wired 
his congratulations to Lord Salisbury re­ 
garding his English victory at Suakim. 
I’rince Bismarck ignores the appeal of 
Sir R. D. Moiier, British Embassador at St. 
Petersburg, to authorize an official contra­ 
diction of the charges recently made by the 
Cologne Gazette of his having anti-German 
leanings, and of having, while at Darm­ 
stadt in 1870, sent the first news of the ad­ 
vance of the Germans across the Moselle 
to London, whence the news reached Ba- 
zaine. 
The English Embassy do not expect that 
Prince Bismarck will direct the semi-offi­ 
cial press to adopt a more moderate tone. 
On the contrary, they think that unless the 
objects of his áttaek are attained he may 
order a more aggressive attitude than he 
has yet assumed. 
Herr Bleichroder, the banker, privately 
entered Friedrichesruhe yesterday. It is 
surmised that his visit is lor the purpose of 
consulting with Prince Bismarck in regard 
to the coming Imperialloaus. Immediately 
after the visit the Frankfort syndicate 
which was arranging a loan of 7,000,000 
marks for the Bulgarian Government re­ 
ceived official notice that the issue of such 
a loan would be impossible in German ter­ 
ritory. 
Mere changes are being made in high 
military commands. General Winterfeldt, 
Governor of Mayecce, has been retired, 
General Yeibuilzreplacing him. Since the 
Emperor began tbe work of reforming the 
service sixty-five Generals have been placed 
on the retired list. 
Herr Bonen, President of the Ministry 
of Gotha, is dying from blood-poisoning, 
caused by the dye-stuff iu his hunting- 
stockings. 
The title factories at Sprandan, Uantzig 
and Erfurt are turning out 50,000 rejteaters 
of the new pattern every month. At this 
rate two years will be required to arm the 
regulars and landwehr. 
The French Government, during the re­ 
cent stay of the Russian Grand Dukes in 
Paris, offered to place the Lebel rifle at the 
disposal of the Czar on condition that the 
whole Russian supply be made in France. 
The Czar has not yet come to any con­ 
clusion regarding the proposal. Though 
ueither the Austrian Mannlicher rifle nor 
the German repeater is smokeless, like the 
Lebel rifle, both are believed to be reliable. 
FRENCH POLITICS. 
Another Houtangist General Aspires to 
the Cham ber of Deputies* 
Paris, December 25th.—General Boulan­ 
ger’s cause has received an immense acces­ 
sion in the candidacy of General Montalbon 
for a seat in the Chamber of Deputies. His 
appearance as a candidate in the Depart­ 
ment of Somme, conjoined with that of 
General Boulanger, opens favorably for the 
Boulangisls a most momentous election 
campaign. 
The Ministers feel the danger greatly, 
n d to-day they held a council at Elysee to 
consider how to face the situation. 
General Montalbon's election address is a 
frank espousal of the Boulanger pro­ 
gramme. He denounces the Chamber of 
Deputies and generally adopts Boulanger’s 
policy. 
Boulanger gives notice that he will be a 
candidate for the seat in the Department of 
the Seine made vacant by the death of M. 
Hude. 
WHEN BOULANGER IS PRESIDENT. 
Paris, December 25th.—General Bou­ 
langer, in an interview to-day. said : “The 
first act of my Government, if the country 
raises me to the Presidency, will be to re­ 
peal the laws relating to banishment and 
readmit everybodj and open to all French­ 
men the France I love so well.” 


How the W orld is Fwd. 
“Even the oldest and best informed man 
in the trade,” said an experienced salesman 
in the grocery business, “cannot begin to 
tell anything about the wonderful traffic 
in food. Figures don’t seem to express 
the thing so that anybody can realize how 
enormous the business is. Now, everybody 
knows that corn makes only a small part 
of what anybody eats. I mean by that, 
nobody eats corn enough to make it a 
principal article of diet. Yet there is an 
establishment in Maryland—a com factory 
they call it—where there are 100,400,00*0 
cans a week put up and sold. Now, con­ 
sider that this is only one establishment 
out of hundreds in this country and thou­ 
sands in the world, where fruit is put up 
in cans. Then think that corn is only one 
small item of food, even among the canned 
goods. And then remember that canned 
goods are merely a fraction of the food sup­ 
ply, and you will be ready to acknowledge 
that the food industry of the country is 
too great to l>e readily grasped by the im­ 
agination. More than three-fifths of all 
the workers of the world are engaged iu 
handling food.—-V. F. Mail and Express. 


Servia’* Exiled Queen Likely to Vet Take 
Milan’s Place, 
Odessa, December 25th.—Ex-Queen Nat­ 
alie oí Servia has been received with royal 
honors daring her visit here. On her ar­ 
rival at the Russian frontier the Imperial 
Chamberlain welcomed her on behalf of 
the Czar and Czarina. At various towns at 
which she stopped the burgomasters pre­ 
sented her bread and salt, aud all expressed 
the hope she would reascend the throne.

He has also the adverb in 
“The Orators” (1762), Act I.: “I did 
speechify once at a vestry concerning new 
lettering the church buckets, and came off 
cutely enough.” “Cute, a low word used 
instead of acute,” is given in B. Martin's 
English Dictionary, 1754.— Motes and
